have been render ed endurable from 
the fact that “use is second nature." 
The C re eks and Roman» lavished 
much artistic excellence upon their 
I mips, making th e m wit!» one wick, 
two wicks, or th irty or forty wicks. 
Hui they did not improve their con 
(ruction 
o ne step, and to all prac­ 
tical intents and purposes they were 
no bett er th a n th e saucer of tallow 
wiili its floating cot ton which may 
y et 
be found flaring and guttering 
arid sm oking in some of the out of 
the-wa\ corner s of our own far west­ 
ern land. 
The 
seven branc hed 
candlestick 
placed in the sa nctuary 
by 
Moses 
! and those a fte rw a rd prepared for the 
j temple 
by 
Solomon 
were 
cry stal 
! glasses filled w ith oil and fixed upon 
j the bra nches of the candlestick, while 
in private houses the lamps were gen­ 
erally placed on high stands 
which 
rested upon the ground.

to regard wit h a considerable amount 
of kindliness and esteem.

for 
tlu' candle the dark ages of the world 
v mild have been dark in a still more 
l'teral sense than they already were, 
and to this humble servant civilized 
mankind was indebted for the ver> 
t i s! illtiminant it possessed, certain

teenth century and probably right up 
to the time of the invention of gas. 
The Romans possessed an inferior

G rings of papy rus or rush dipped in 
p tcii and surrounded with wax

until a much later period, and Alfred 
the Great of England has th e credit 
o, being the inventor of th e

I:¡eld for (in' flame, ami consequently 
of the “lant horn." 
One proof of their value Is th e fact 
that previous to the invention of the 
Vruand burner, in 1781, lamps bad

fallen out of use, a glance

Candle making at that time
